LBJ Decision to Retire Reported Clinched 
By Lynda’s Fears for Husband in Vietnam 


NEW 
YORK

Columnist Drew Pearson says in 
a magazine article that questions 
by Lynda Bird about why her 
husband had -to go to Vietnam 
provided “ the final clincher” for 
President Johnson’s decision to 
retire. 
Pearson writes in the current 
issue of Look magazine that 
Johnson and his wife asked 
Secret Service men to awaken 
them before Lynda Bird arrived 
at the White House at 6:30 a.m. 
after a flight to the West Coast 
to see her husband, Marine 
Corps Capt. Charles Robb, off to 
war. 
Pearson says the President 
confided to a friend: 
“We didn’t want her coming 
into the White House all alone. 
So we left word with the Secret 
Service to notify us 30 minutes in 
advance. 
“ We were awake and lying in 
bed before the Secret Service 
called, I pulled a pair of britches 
over my pajamas and we went 
out to the South Gate to meet 
her. 
“She was pale as a ghost. She 
talked to me about what a fine 
boy Chuck was, in the past 
tense, as if he was never coming 
back. 
And 
Lynda 
Bird said: 
“ Daddy, I want to ask you a 
question. Why do we have to 
fight over there when so many 
people were opposed to the war? 
Why do we have to send 200 boys 
over there in Chuck’s company 
when there’s so much opposition 
here at home to the war?” 
That 
night, 
Johnson 
announced 
his decision 
to 
withdraw from the presidential 
picture. 
That morning, Pearson says, 
Johnson called on Vice President 
Hubert 
H. Humphrey 
and 
showed him two alternative 
endings for his speech that 
night— one just a “peroration 
for 
peace” and 
the other 
announcing his withdrawal. 
Pearson says Humphrey tried 
to persuade Johnson not to 
withdraw, but the President was 
adamant.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) - 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, who 
sponsored the law, said Monday 
he was very disappointed at a 
Missouri Supreme Court decision 
holding a 1967 toll turnpike law 
invalid. 
The text of the governor’s 
statement: 
“ I am very disappointed 
about this ruling and the effects 
it may have, because I sincerely 
believe that turnpikes would be 
of great benefit to Missouri. 
“The Legislature agreed with 
my recommendation for 
turnpikes and agreed that this 
method would mean a savings of 
many years in building a system 
of major new highways. The 
ruling by the Supreme Court 
represents the opinion of one ot 
th e three branches of 
government, and I disagree with 
the reaaoning of the court on 
this decision. The court’s ruling 
will have serious economic 
effects in all parts of Missouri. 
“There are two alternatives 
which we now face— to forget 
about having toll roads in 
Missouri, or to adopt a 
constitutional amendment which 
would enable the state to 
proceed with its original plan. 
“The latter alternative would 
have to be submitted to the 
legislature in its regular sssaion 
next year. 
“ Before making a definite 
recommendation, I will need 
some time to consider this 
problem and to find out the 
wishes of the people of Missouri 
on what course of action they 
would want us to follow.’’

Americans are supposed to believe in the unimpeded 
flow of news. 
Sometimes we wonder if they really do. 
So many people are unable to identify self interest 
with freedom of information. 
So few recognize that when freedom is denied one 
person it injuries everyone’s freedom. 
Freedom for too many Americans is something of a 
theory. It seems to be remote to their lives. The opposite 
is true of those who live in countries, which have lost 
their freedom. They yearn for it. They try to escape from 
oppression. Once denied freedom is cherished. It is the 
one thing that many people want most. 
It 
is disconcerting to note that freedom of 
information is not growing as civilization advances. 
The Freedom of Information Center at the University 
of Missouri found in a 1966 survey that 55 countries had 
a free press. In 1967 the number had dropped to 47. 
Statistics don’t tell the whole story. There are many 
different shades of freedom. It is difficult to apply an 
accurage yardstick. 
Without question the United States is one of the 
leaders in freedom of information but it is threatened 
constantly. 
The threats are seldom of the block buster type. 
Sometimes they suit the convenience of the news 
source but not the news media. Sometimes they are 
designed to give the news sources the best possible image. 
Sometimes they are designed to cover up developments 
considered by the news source to be unfavorable to him. 
Contrasted with these efforts, of course, are those 
who seek more publicity than events warrant. 
Those who carry the news to the people must try to 
strike a balance, which will interest the greatest numb» 
of people, not any individual or group. 
It is a demanding responsibility even in a country, 
where information is repurted to flow freely.

THE COURT AND THE SENATE 
The Senate Judiciary Committee will consider on 
• Thursday, July 11, President Johnson’s nominations of 
Homer Thomberry as a Supreme Court Justice and Abe 
Fortas as Chief Justice. 
The argument against President Johnson’s Supreme 
Court nominations is political rather than philosophical. 
Pushing the fight is Sen. Robert P. Griffin (R—Mich.), 
who calls the nominations acts of “cronyism” by a “lame 
duck” President. 
Griffin leads a group of 18 other Republican Senators 
who 
signed 
a 
round-robin 
letter 
opposing 
the 
nominations. But, and most significantly, Minority 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen (R—111.), on July 2, said that a 
majority 
of 
Senate 
Republicans 
now 
favor 
the 
confirmation of Abe Fortas as Chief Justice and W. 
Homer Thomberry as an associate Justice. Dirksen said a* 
least two of the 19 round-robin signers were prepared to 
vote to confirm. 
Dirksen said full confirmation could follow within 


two days or a week after the Senate Judiciary Committee 
completes hearings scheduled to open July 11. But the 
timing is chancy. Hearings could take up a full week and 
discussions another. Only a small group would be needed 
to mount a filibuster. Dirksen is confident, he says, that 
he can muster the votes for cloture. But August 2 is the 
target date for adjournment of the present session of 
Congress. 
“Since 1900,” writes Joseph P. Harris, “only five 
nominations to the Supreme Court have faced serious 
opposition in the Senate: those of Brandeis (1916), Stone 
(1925), Hughes and Parker (1920), and Black (1937). In 
every case the opposition was due to the philosophy and 
supposed stand of the nominee on social and economic 
issues rather than to partisan considerations.” 
Dirksen calls Justice Fortas “a very able lawyer” and 
Judge Thomberry “a very solid citizen.” Justice Fortas 
had ruled in general with the “activist” wing of the court. 
Thomberry’s early record in Congress was mixed, but in 
later years it showed a steady trend toward a liberal 
position. 
In any event, it always is a mistake to think you can 
predict how a judge will rule. Felix Frankfurter was 
perhaps the classic example of this principle. A strong 
influence in the New Deal prior to appointment, he was 
supposed to walk on the left side of the road. As it 
turned out, he became the leader of the so-called 
conservative wing of the Warren Court. 
Justice Black, on the other hand, has been quite 
unpredictable. A paradoxical adage has it that a political 
liberal, when elevated to the Bench, tends to rule more 
nearly by the doctrine of STARE DECISIS (to let prior 
decisions control) than does a conservative. 
Should the Senate refuse to confirm the Fortas and 
Thomberry nominations, President Johnson could always 
appoint them directly after the Chamber recesses. 
Retiring Chief Justice Warren was himself a recess 
appointee, as were Justices Potter Stewart and William J. 
Brennan, Jr. Sen. William Langer (R—N.D.), charged that 
Warren as governor of California was dominated by a 
“liquor lobbyist,” abetted corruption, and followed “the 
Marxist line.” Brennan was accused by the late Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy, (R—Wis.), of using his New Jersey 
judgeship to smear “anyone who opposed Communists in 
the government.” 
It would be especially unfortunate if a recess 
appointee were rejected after helping to decide cases. 
That happened back in 1795, and with a Chief Justice. 
John Rutledge, C. J., was ultimately rejected by the 
Senate because he denounced the Jay Treaty while on the 
Bench.

convicted during the past dozen 
years, 
55 were indicted or 
convicted last year. Included 
were some of the highest ranking 
members of this major crime 
syndicate 
ever 
brought 
to 
justice. 
J. Edgar Hoover has said that 
1967 “marked one of the most 
effective all-out drives against 
organized crime in the history of 
law enforcement.” 
The drive includes a new and 
effective technique, the Strike 
Force concept. Strike Forces, 
teams 
of 
attorneys 
and 
investigators from key federal 
agencies, have been dispatched 
to three centers of organized 
crime. Additional Strike Forces 
are being formed. 
The Department of Justice is 
conducting meetings in major 
cities across the country to 
improve coordination among not 
only federal but also state and 
local agencies. 
A constant flow of criminal 
intelligence is supplied to local 
law 
enforcement 
by federal 
agencies. In 1967, more than 
750 raids were conducted 
3,700 arrests made as a result of 
intelligence disseminated by the

Justice is seeking Congressional

The proposed increase would 
include 20 attorneys for Strike 
Force duty. 
Although law enforcement is 
primarily a local responsibility, a 
federal respone to organized 
crime is clearly needed because 
of its interstate aspects and its 
proven ability to neutralize local 
law enforcement. 
Many find it difficult to 
believe there is organized crime, 
but its existence is confirmed by 
history, experience and reason. 
It surfaced in the United States 
in the last decades of the 19th 
century and matured during the 
prohibition era. 
In a society where nearly

Crime has proven 
far too profitable in our society

Generally, 
organized crime

It 
cannot

extensively without protection.

long escape the notice of law 
enforcement. 
Perhaps the greatest harm to 
come from organised crime is 
corruption 
of officials. 
Ibis 
affects a community in many 
ways. Where some police are 
corrupt, 
bribed,

climate of the whole community 
is likely to be affected. 
Despite the federal successes 
of

tomorrow, 
Americans should not look to 
Washington 
for 
solution 
to

roganized crime. 
Local

It is state and local laws that 
are 
usually 
violated

racketeering activities and their 
enforcement is the duty of local 
police. 
Although the size and scope 
of organized crime is difficult to

hard-hitting

enforcement efforts of recent 
years have at least contained if 
not reduced its power. 
While most types of crime can 
only be controlled and reduced, 
organized crime can be virtually 
eliminated.

paying

that will attract the best among 
us, raising standards, training

If You Were the Judge 
Courthouse Picketing 
Held to Be Illegal

Loquacious Larry didn’t approve of certain decisions being 
handed down by a court and decided to exercise his freedom of 
speech. He painted some signs and began to picket the courthouse 
and, while Larry believed in free speech, the local policemen 
decided Larry was too free with his. The result? The picket got a 
ticket for violating a state law that prohibited the picketing of a 
courthouse. 
When brought before the judge, Larry insisted that the state law 
violated his constitutional rights. 
“ A nun has a constitutional right to speak his mind,” Larry 
argued vehemently. “While a court may have the authority to judge 
the errors of others, it can’t avoid criticism for perpetuating its 
own. If a man wants to criticise the decisions of judges, he has a 
constitutional right to do so by picketing the courthouse.” 
IF YOU WERE TOE JUDGE, would you consider the statute 
prohibiting the picketing of a courthouse invalid? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that a state has 
_ legitimate interest in protecting its judicial system from pressures 
that picketing courthouses might create. In so ruling, the judge 
pointed out that freedom of speech has its limitations; that “the 
most stringent protection of free speech would not protect a man 
in falsely shouting ‘fire’ in a theater and causing a panic.”

The following article is to inform the public of some of the duties and 
responsibilities of the County Court: This is a part-time job; Court meets 
Monday of each week and any other day necessary to hear any group 
interested in Road and Bridge Work, County Drainage problems, County 
Extension, County Welfare, County Library Service, other agencies and 
individuals.

County 
Extension Work-Approximately $13,000 (Thirteen thousand dollars) in 
1968; Delta Community Hospital -$2500 (Twenty-five hundred) for 
indigent care, plus occasional payment for emergency cases; Library and 
Health Department is supported by a levy voted by the people; Regional 
Planning Committee, a new agency created last year, sponsored by Gov. 
Heames and passed by the Legislature- Most towns and cities and the 
County Court support this financially. 
It would be impossible to mention everything the Court does. However, I 
must mention the improvements to our Court House. Central Air 
Conditioning of the Circuit Court Room, paid for by the Scott County Bar 
Association. Work completed by County Court includes: Refinished seats in 
Court Room, Painted interior, new tile floor in Detention Cell, Jury Room 
and Conference Rooms, New plumbing in rest room. New terrazzo floors 
and steps on first and second floors, new plumbing fixtures and floors in the 
Public rest rooms, New Entrances complete with aluminum doors. This all 
represents about $50,000. 
These improvements were long overdue. This is all paid for, and the 
Court believes it worth the taxpayer’s time to stop in and see these 
improvements.

Scott County Road Machinery is adequate and is in good repair; salaries 
and vacation pay for our road men are not all we would like for them, but a 
step in the right direction has been made.

When brought before the judge, Larry insisted that the state law 
violated his constitutional rights. 
“A man has a constitutional right to speak his mind,” Larry 
argued vehemently. “While a court may have the authority to judge 
the errors of others, it can’t avoid criticism for perpetuating its 
own. If a man wants to criticize the decisions of judges, he has a 
constitutional right to do so by picketing the courthouse.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you consider the statute 
prohibiting the picketing of a courthouse invalid? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that a state has 
a legitimate interest in protecting its judicial system from pressures 
that picketing courthouses might create. In so ruling, the judge 
pointed out that freedom of speech has its limitations; that “the 
most stringent protection of free speech would not protect a man 
in falsely shouting ‘fire’ in a theater and causing a panic.”

"A man has a constitutional right to speak his mind,” Larry 
argued vehemently. “ While a court may have the authority to judge 
the errors of others, it can’t avoid criticism for perpetuating its 
own. If a man wants to criticize the decisions of judges, he has a 
constitutional right to do so by picketing the courthouse ” 
IF YOU WERE THE JU D G E, would you consider the statute 
prohibiting the picketing of a courthouse invalid? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that a state has 
a legitimate interest in protecting its judicial system from pressures 
that picketing courthouses might create. In so ruling, the judge 
pointed out that freedom of speech has its limitations; that “ the 
most stringent protection of free speech would not protect a man 
in falsely shouting ‘fire’ in a theater and causing a panic."

The following article is to inform the public of some of the duties and 
responsibilities of the County Court: This is a part-time job; Court meets 
Monday of each week and any other day necessary to hear any group 
interested in Road and Bridge Work, County Drainage problems, County 
Extension, County Welfare, County Library Service, other agencies and 
individuals. In January, the Court meets with all county officials to approve 
annual budgets. Most salaries and some clerical pay is set by law, the balance 
according to needs and funds available. $7200 (Seventy-two Hundred) is 
budgeted for the combined salaries of all three County Court Judges.

The following mentions only a few agencies with whom the County 
Court cooperates. Order in which they appear does not denote importance: 
Welfare Department--Match funds for distribution of surplus commodities 
and sponsor two case workers for placing children in Foster Homes. County 
Extension Work-Approximately $13,000 (Thirteen thousand dollars) in 
1968; Delta Community Hospital -$2500 (Twenty-five hundred) for 
indigent care, plus occasional payment for emergency cast's; Library and 
Health Department is supported by a levy voted by the people; Regional 
Planning Committee, a new agency created last year, sponsored by Gov. 
Heames and passed by the Legislature- Most towns and cities and the 
County Court support this financially. 
It would be impossible to mention everything the Court does. However, I 
must 
mention 
the improvements to our Court House. Central Air 
Conditioning of the Circuit Court Room, paid for by the Scott County Bar 
Association. Work completed by County Court includes: Refinished seats in 
Court Room, Painted interior, new tile floor in Detention Cell, Jury Room 
and Conference Rooms, New plumbing in rest room. New terrazzo floors 
and steps on first and second floors, new plumbing fixtures and floors in the 
Public rest rooms, New Entrances complete with aluminum doors. This all 
represents about $50,000. 
These improvements were long overdue. This is all paid for, and the 
Court believes it worth the taxpayer’s time to stop in and see these 
improvements. I believe you will agree. 
Scott County Road Machinery is adequate and is in good repair; salaries 
and vacation pay for our road men are not all we would like for them, but a 
step in the right direction has been made. 
Enough tax revenue was received in December 1967 to finance all 
expenditures until 1968 taxes are due. Scott County has paid NO 
INTEREST on protested warrants for some time. Interest has been collected 
on certificates of deposit on funds to be used at a later date. Scott County is 
in good shape financially. We believe part of the credit is due your County 
Court. 
As a member of the Scott County Court, I have no other political 
ambitions. Won’t you come out and vote in August and Support your 
“ Conservative Judge.”
